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Japan on 'maximum alert* 
over nuclear plant 


More air attacks on Libya 
as world powers keep up 
pressure 


SENDAI, Japan (AFP) - Japan 
said late yesterday it was on 
"maximum alert" over a crip¬ 
pled nuclear plant where ra¬ 
dioactive water has halted 
repair work and plutonium has 
been found in the soil. 

The earthquake and tsu¬ 
nami that ravaged Japan's 
northeast coast and left about 
28,000 dead or missing also 
knocked out reactor cooling 
systems at the Fukushima 
plant, which has leaked radia¬ 
tion into the air and sea. 

Prime Minister Naoto Kan 
conceded the situation at the 
coastal atomic power station 
remained "unpredictable" and 
pledged his government would 
"tackle the problem while in a 
state of maximum alert". 

In a stop-gap measure to 
contain the crisis at the plant, 
crews have poured thousands 
of tons of water onto reactors 
where fuel rods are thought to 
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have partially melted, and 
topped up pools for spent fuel 
rods. 

But the run-off of the ope¬ 
ration has accumulated in the 
basements of turbine rooms 
connected to three reactors and 
filled up tunnels, making it too 
risky for workers to go near to 
repair cooling systems needed 
to stabilize the plant. 

One tunnel alone holds 
6,000 cubic metres (212,000 
cubic feet) of contaminated 
water, more than two Olympic 
swimming pools. Still, the only 
choice for now is to keep 
pumping water, said govern¬ 
ment spokesman Yukio Edano. 

If the rods are fully ex¬ 
posed to the air, they would 
rapidly heat up, melt down and 
spew out far greater plumes of 
radiation at the site, located 
about 250 kilometers (155 
miles) northeast of Tokyo, nu¬ 
clear experts fear. 

Workers have piled sand¬ 
bags and concrete blocks 
around the tunnel shafts to 
contain the water, the nuclear 
regulatory body said. They

Nuclear safety agency 
spokesman Hidehiko Nishi- 
yama said the plutonium data 
suggested "certain damage to 
fuel rods", Kyodo News re¬ 
ported. 

The US environmental pro¬ 
tection agency says internal 
exposure to plutonium "is an 
extremely serious health haz¬ 
ard" as it stays in the body for 
decades, exposing organs and 
tissue to radiation and increas¬ 
ing the risk of cancer.

TRIPOFI, Fibya (AFP) - 
Foud blasts rocked the Fibyan 
capital Tripoli for the 11th 
night in a row last night as 
world powers vowed to press 
efforts to stop Moamer Kad- 
hafi's "murderous attacks" on 
civilians but stopped short of 
proposals to send him into 
exile. 

France is prepared to hold 
discussions over supplying 
military aid to Fibyan rebels 
fighting Kadhafi's forces, For¬ 
eign Minister Alain Juppe said, 
while US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said that al¬ 
though UN sanctions prohibit 
the delivery of arms to the 
country, that ban no longer ap¬ 
plies. 

At an international confer¬ 
ence on Fibya in Fondon, 
Clinton said: "It is our interpre¬ 
tation that (UN Security Coun¬ 
cil resolution) 1973 amended 
or overrode the absolute prohi¬ 
bition on arms to anyone in 
Fibya, so that there could be a 
legitimate transfer of arms if a 
country should choose to do 
that." 


Two loud explosions 
rocked the Fibyan capital 
Tripoli yesterday evening 
close to Kadhafi's tightly 
guarded residence and military 
targets in the suburb of Tajura 
were also hit, an AFP corre¬ 
spondent reported. 

Italian Foreign Minister 
Franco Frattini told AFP that 
participants in the Fondon con¬ 
ference of more than 40 coun¬ 
tries and organisations, 
including the United Nations 
and NATO, had unanimously 
agreed that Kadhafi should 
leave the country. 

The final statement from the 
talks made no mention of any 
possible exile, but Frattini said: 
"A consensus "A consensus has 
been reached, participants at the 
meeting unanimously said that 
Kadhafi must leave the country. 

"Beyond that, it depends 
on the country which may 
offer to welcome Kadhafi. 
There is as yet no formal pro¬ 
posal, no country has formu¬ 
lated such a plan, even the 
African countries which may 
be ready to make one."

the punch, Amazon unveiled 
a service yesterday that al¬ 
lows users to store their digi¬ 
tal music online and play it 
on a computer or an Android 
device. 

With Cloud Drive and 
Cloud Player, users can up¬ 
load digital music, photos, 
videos and documents to 
Amazon servers and access 
the files through Web 
browsers or phones and tablet 
computers running Google's 
Android software. 

The Cloud services run on 
computers equipped with In¬ 
ternet Explorer, Firefox, Sa¬ 
fari or Chrome Web 


browsers. Purchases from 
Apple's iTunes or a personal 
music library can also be up¬ 
loaded to the digital "music 
locker." 

Amazon Cloud Drive pro¬ 
vides five gigabytes of free 
online storage to Amazon ac¬ 
count holders and a free up¬ 
grade to 20GB with the 
purchase of an MP3 album, 
the Seattle, Washington- 
based firm said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Apple and Google are 
also reportedly working on 
similar "cloud" storage solu¬ 
tions for digital music collec¬ 
tions but have not announced 
any plans yet.

OSAKA, Japan (AFP) - In¬ 
spired by a desire to help vic¬ 
tims of Japan's deadly 
earthquake, a group of blog¬ 
gers and writers have come 
together through the Internet 
to create a book of stories 
about the disaster. 

The result, "Quakebook", 
is a moving collection of 
photos, memories and reflec¬

Bid to ban cloned foods in Europe 
collapses

BRUSSEFS, Belgium (AFP) 
- An effort to ban cloned 
foods from supermarket 
shelves in Europe collapsed 
yesterday after EU states and 
the parliament failed to agree 
a law to control the industry. 

Although both sides agree 
on banning meat directly de¬ 
rived from cloned animals, 
government officials and 
Euro MPs clashed over regu¬ 
lating foods produced from 
the offspring of clones. 

Hungary, chair of the 
rotating European Union 
presidency, accused MPs of 
"political grandstanding" 
after a 12-hour round of all- 
night talks broke down with¬ 
out agreement, sending the 
rules back to the drawing 
board. 

Parliament members 
wanted strict labels to be 
slapped on meat from off¬ 
spring of clones, but the two 
sides were unable to agree on 
labelling all foods, with go¬ 
vernments only willing to put 
them on fresh beef. 

EU states argue that the la¬ 
belling proposal was unreal¬ 
istic and would lead to a 
"full-blown trade war" with 
nations that produce clone- 
derived meat and dairy prod¬ 
ucts, such as Argentina, 
Brazil or the United States. 

Hungarian rural develop¬ 
ment minister Sandor 
Fazekas said the parliament 
proposal was a "misleading, 
unfeasible 'solution' that in 
practice would have required 
drawing a family tree for 


each slice of cheese or 
salami." 

It could take "several 
years" for the EU's executive 
Commission to come up with 
a new proposal, the Hungar¬ 
ian presidency said. 

The breakdown effec¬ 
tively leaves in place 14- 
year-old rules that do not 
prevent the sale of food from 
clones. 

"It is deeply frustrating 
that (the European) Council 
(of governments) would not 
listen to public opinion and 
support urgently needed 
measures to protect consumer 
and animal welfare interests," 
Euro MPs said in a statement. 

"We made a huge effort to 
compromise but we were not 
willing to betray consumers 
on their right to know 
whether food comes from an¬ 
imals bred using clones," said 


lawmakers Gianni Pittella 
and Kartika Liotard. 

"Since European public 
opinion is overwhelmingly 
against cloning for food, a 
commitment to label all food 
products from cloned off¬ 
spring is a bare minimum." 

Euro MPs originally 
wanted a total ban on food 
from the offspring of clones, 
but they later proposed a la¬ 
belling system to show con¬ 
sumers the animal's history. 

French Euro MP Corine 
Lepage said some states, in¬ 
cluding Britain, were willing 
to allow a breakdown in talks 
"because it is in their interest 
to be able to import cloned 
semen without any controls." 

The European consumers 
group BEUC said the failure 
to reach an agreement was 
"shameful." 


Traces of Japan radioactivity in US rain

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Traces of radioactivity 
from damaged nuclear 
power facilities in Japan 
have been detected in 
rainwater in the northeast 
United States, but pose no 
health risks, officials said. 

Ohio reported elevated 
radiation levels in precip¬ 
itation on Monday, after En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency monitors found sim¬ 
ilar instances in Massachu¬ 
setts and Pennsylvania. 

Researchers at Case West¬ 
ern Reserve University in 
Cleveland, Ohio said they de¬ 
tected tiny amounts of Iodine 


131 from Japan in rainwater 
collected from the roof of a 
campus building. 

"In theory, the Iodine 131 
could have come from any 
radioactive waste processing 
facility," said geology profes¬ 
sor Gerald Matisoff, who 
monitors rainwater that is 


carried into Lake Erie for 
the EPA. 

"But, we know it's 
from Japan. The isotope is 
being seen worldwide." 

Matisoff "estimated 
the level of radiation is 
about one-tenth that of 
natural background radia¬ 
tion," the university said 
in a statement. 

The EPA, in an update 
Sunday, said it had received 
reports of "elevated levels of 
radiation in recent precipita¬ 
tion events" in Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania and that it 
was "reviewing this data."

French vegans 
in dock over 
baby's death 

AMIENS, France (AFP) - 
Two vegans who fed their 11- 
month-old daughter only 
mother's milk went on trial in 
northern France on Tuesday 
charged with neglect after their 
baby died suffering from vita¬ 
min deficiency. 

Sergine and Joel Le 
Moaligou, whose vegan diet 
forbids consuming any animal 
product including eggs and 
cow's milk, called the emer¬ 
gency services in March 2008 
after becoming worried about 
their baby Louise's listlessness. 

When the ambulance ar¬ 
rived at their home in Saint- 
Maulvis, a small village 150 
kilometres (90 miles) north of 
Paris, the baby was already 
dead. 

The ambulance workers 
called the police because the 
child was pale and thin, weigh¬ 
ing 5.7 kilos (12.5 pounds) 
compared to an average eight 
kilos for her age. 

The baby had only been fed 
on the milk of her mother, who 
was aged 37 at the time. 

An autopsy showed that 
Louise was suffering from a 
vitamin A and B12 deficiency 
which experts say increases a 
child's sensitivity to infection 
and can be due to an unbal¬ 
anced diet. 

The parents, who also have 
a 13-year-old daughter who 
did not suffer vitamin deficien¬ 
cies, became vegan after see¬ 
ing "a television programme 
about how cattle were taken to 
abattoirs," said the mother's 
lawyer, Stephane Daquo. 

They distrust traditional 
medicine and prefer to treat 
their children using their own 
methods, in accordance with 
advice from books. 

"The couple did not follow 
the doctor's advice to hospi¬ 
talise the baby who was suffer¬ 
ing from bronchitis and was 
losing weight when they went 
for the nine-month check-up," 
Daquo said. 

"They preferred applying 
clay or cabbage poultices 
whose recipes they found in 
their books. These are people 
who read the wrong thing at 
the wrong time," said Daquo. 

The parents are still vegan 
and "are completely aware of 
the mistake they made," said 
the father's lawyer, Patrick 
Quenel. 

The couple has been 
charged with "neglect or food 
deprivation followed by death" 
and face up to 30 years in 
prison if convicted.

IMF skeptical of Iraq oil targets 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The International Monetary Fund ex¬ 
pressed doubts over Iraq’s ability to meet its long-term targets 
for oil production, currently the source of nearly 90 percent of 
government income. 

The IMF said infrastructure constraints were likely to prevent 
Iraq from boosting production from 2.5 million barrels now to 
its goal of 13 million barrels by 2017 — more than oil king Saudi 
Arabia’s current production. 

’’While these production goals could be feasible in the longer 
term, the main risks in the coming years will be bottlenecks in 
the export infrastructure that will need to be addressed,” the IMF 
said, in a review of its $3.7 billion support program. 

Based on more conservative assumptions for the time it will take 
to expand Iraq’s export capacity, oil production could still in¬ 
crease to over five million barrels a day by 2017. 

The IMF cited the need for huge investments in port facilities, 
pipelines, desalination plants (for water to be injected into oil 
fields) and storage facilities. 

In the very best case scenario, it said, Iraq could reach 12.2 mil¬ 
lion barrels a day by then. 

It forecast production would rise to 2.75 million barrels a day, 
this year. 


Bid to ban cloned foods in Europe collapses 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - An effort to ban cloned foods from super¬ 
market shelves in Europe collapsed after EU states and the par¬ 
liament failed to agree a law to control the industry. 

Although both sides agree on banning meat directly derived from 
cloned animals, government officials and Euro MPs clashed 
again over regulating foods produced from the offspring of 
clones, after three years of negotiations. 

Hungary, chair of the rotating European Union presidency, ac¬ 
cused MPs of’’political grandstanding” after a 12-hour round of 
all-night talks broke down without agreement, sending the rules 
back to the drawing board. 

Parliament members wanted strict labels to be slapped on meat 
from offspring of clones, but the two sides were unable to agree 
on labelling all foods, with governments willing to put them only 
on fresh beef. 

EU states argue that the labelling proposal was unrealistic and 
would lead to a ’’full-blown trade war” with nations that produce 
clone-derived meat and dairy products, such as Argentina, Brazil 
or the United States. 

The EU imports 300,000 to 500,000 tonnes of beef every year. 
Much of it comes from the United States and Argentina, which 
authorise cloning for commercial purposes but have no system 
to trace clone-derived meat.

No hope in sight on US home 
prices: S&P 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Standard & Poor's said there 
was little promise for an up¬ 
turn in US home values after 
their national price index fell 
again in January. 

The S&P/Case-Shiller 
index for 20 main US cities 
fell by 3.1 percent at an annu¬ 
alised rate, and was down 0.2 
percent from December. 

"The housing market re¬ 
cession is not yet over, and 
none of the statistics are indi¬ 
cating any form of sustained 
recovery,” said S&P's David 


Blitzer. 

"Keeping with the trends 
set in late 2010, January 
brings us weakening home 
prices with no real hope in 
sight for the near future,” he 
said. 

Blitzer said the data sug¬ 
gested that, after a slight re¬ 
bound last year, prices could 
head lower than the first mar¬ 
ket bottom hit in April 2009. 

"At this point we are not 
too far off, and that is what 
many analysts are seeing with 
sales, starts and inventory data 


too.” 

Prices in only only two 
metropolitan areas, Washing¬ 
ton and San Diego, showed 
growth over the 12 month pe¬ 
riod. 

Only Washington's growth 
— at 3.5 percent — was signif¬ 
icant; in San Diego, home 
prices crawled up just 0.1 per¬ 
cent from January 2010. 

The S&P indexes con¬ 
firmed what other data on the 
US housing industry has 
shown recently, that sales are 
not recovering despite histor¬ 
ically low interest rates. 

Government officials have 
cited the depressed housing 
sector, a key pillar in the over¬ 
all economy, as holding back 
the country's overall recovery 
from recession. 

The indices showed that 
prices fell more than seven 
percent year-on-year in seven 
of the 20 cities, including 9.1 
percent in in Phoenix, Arizona 
and 8.1 percent in Detroit, 
Michigan. 


Beatles songs sales cost music 
website $950,000 



SAN FRANCISCO, (AFP) - 
US online music service Blue- 
beat will pay British recording 
label EMI nearly a million dol¬ 
lars to avoid trial in a case over 
rights to stream and sell ver¬ 
sions of Beatles songs. 

Along with paying 
$950,000, Bluebeat agreed to 
"permanently cease and desist” 
from infringing on copyrighted 
music belonging to EMI and 
other plaintiffs, according to a 
copy of the settlement. 

EMI filed the suit in No¬ 
vember 2009 in Los Angeles 
and trial was to begin yester¬ 
day. 

While granting a restraining 
order early in the proceedings, 


US District Court 
Judge John Walter 
indicated that he 
was shown no evi¬ 
dence supporting 
Bluebeat's claim 
that it wasn't in¬ 
fringing on EMI's 
rights to Beatles 
songs. 

Bluebeat co¬ 
founder and chief 
executive Hank Risan had de¬ 
fended Bluebeat and sister 
website Basebeat.com, con¬ 
tending that they were legally 
selling "psycho-acoustic” 
simulated performances and 
not re-recorded Beatles tunes. 

EMI countered that Blue¬ 
beat, which streamed music 
free and offered MP3 down¬ 
loads of songs for 25 cents 
each, was distributing Beatles 
music without authorization. 

Bluebeat had reportedly 
distributed 67,000 Beatles 
songs before the court inter¬ 
vened. 

EMI owns the rights to 
Beatles recordings and col¬ 
laborates with Apple Corps 


on distribution of the music. 

Apple last year won the 
right to sell Beatles songs at its 
iTunes online ship, where 
tunes are priced at $1.29 each. 

US District Judge 
Josephine Staton Tucker on 
March 25 endorsed the settle¬ 
ment, which leaves open the 
option of EMI going after 
Bluebeat for legal costs in¬ 
curred by the case

Vaseline were "a constant re¬ 
minder" of Kallenbach — a ref¬ 
erence the author believes 
might relate to enemas that 
Gandhi gave himself 

Gandhi experts and his rel¬ 
atives in India, where the book 
has not yet been released, at¬ 
tacked the accusations about 
Gandhi's love life. 

Jad Adams, who wrote a 
book last year that itself caused 
a storm for examining how 
Gandhi bathed with nubile 
young women and often 
shared a bed with one or more 
of his female followers, re¬ 
jected any suggestion that 
Gandhi was gay. 

"If Gandhi committed acts 
of homosexuality, there would 
be ample evidence, either jus¬ 
tifying them or expressing 
shame," he said, adding 
Gandhi used the word "love" 
often in letters and speech. 

Adams said that he believed 
Kallenbach was homosexual 
and strongly attracted to 
Gandhi, but that the future in¬ 
dependence leader, who had 
four children with his wife 
Kasturba, did not reciprocate. 

The book went on sale in 
the United States yesterday 
Bookshops in India said they 
did not know whether the book 
would be made available for 
sale in the country.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) -

But Lelyveld, a former ex¬ 
ecutive editor of the New York 
Times, said "Great Soul: Ma¬ 
hatma Gandhi And His Strug¬ 
gle With India" had been 
grossly distorted by the press 
coverage. 

"I do not allege that Gandhi 
is racist or bisexual," he said in 
a statement issued through his

PANAMA CITY, Panama

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Crickets Sri Lanka in final, 
Cup braced for Indo-Pak 
clash

NEW DELHI, India (AFP) - 
Sri Lanka reached their second 
successive World Cup final on 
Tuesday, clearing the tourna¬ 
ment decks for India and Pak¬ 
istan's heavyweight collision. 

Sri Lanka, the 1996 cham¬ 
pions and runners-up to Aus¬ 
tralia in 2007, overcame a 
worrying wobble to beat New 
Zealand by five wickets in 
Colombo and will tackle either 
India or Pakistan in Saturday's 
final in Mumbai. 

Having dismissed the Black 
Caps for just 217, Sri Lanka 
reached 220-5 with 13 balls to 
spare but only after a nervy 
conclusion. 

Tillakaratne Dilshan (73) 
and skipper Kumar San- 
gakkara (54) put on 120 for the 
second wicket before Sri 
Lanka lost three quick wickets 
to slump from 160-1 to 169-4. 

But a limping Angelo 
Mathews (14) and Thilan 
Samaraweera (23) eventually 
saw their team home. 

Victory also prolonged 
Muttiah Muralitharan's inter¬ 
national career by one more 
game after the veteran off- 
spinner, who'll retire after the 
tournament, had marked his 
last appearance in Sri Lanka 
with two wickets. 


In keeping with his dra¬ 
matic career, the 38-year-old 
record-setting bowler took a 
wicket off the last ball of his 
final over on home soil when 
he had top scorer Scott Styris 
(57) lbw to send the 38,000- 
crowd at the R. Premadasa sta¬ 
dium into wild celebrations. 

New Zealand, playing in 
their sixth semi-final, lost their 
last seven wickets for just 56 
runs. 

"Playing your last match in 
your country is emotional. 
When I played my last Test 
and took eight wickets it was 
very emotional," said Mu- 
ralitharan of his last Test 
against India in 2010 where he 
also took a wicket off his last 
ball. 

"The nation awaits you Mu- 
rali," said one placard in the 
crowd, while another said: 
"Murali, thank you for the 
memories." 

Meanwhile, more than 
2,000 police and commandos 
threw a security blanket 
around Mohali ahead of 
Wednesday's semi-final be¬ 
tween India and Pakistan, the 
pair's first meeting on Indian 
soil since the 2008 Mumbai 
terror attacks. 

Although relations are still 


tense, the match has become a 
diplomatic lever with Pakistan 
Prime Minister Yousuf Raza 
Gilani accepting an invitation 
from his Indian counterpart 
Manmohan Singh to attend the 
match. 

"We are leaving nothing to 
chance. The security will be 
multi-layered," said Mohali's 
Senior Superintendent of Po¬ 
lice G.P.S. Bhullar. 

Around 100 commandos 
belonging to Punjab's Special 
Security Group, trained by Is¬ 
raeli counter-terrorism experts, 
will be on duty at the 30,000- 
capacity PCA stadium. 

All tickets for the game 
have been sold. A man trying 
to sell 200-rupee tickets for 
30,000 rupees ($670) on auc¬ 
tion website eBay was arrested 
on Monday. 

Pakistan skipper Shahid 
Afridi said he'd no problems 
with all the extra responsibility 
in the game. 

"I think I am the cricketer 
first and then the diplomat. I am 
an ambassador for Pakistan," 
said Afridi, the tournament's top 
wicket taker with 21. 

"I think it's a great sign for 
both countries and sports, es¬ 
pecially cricket always brings 
these two countries together." 

His India counterpart Ma- 
hendra Singh Dhoni insisted 
his team would just concen¬ 
trate on the job at hand. 

"We are expected to play 
good cricket. The biggest, dis¬ 
tinguished guests will be there 
to see the game, but they are 
here to enjoy cricket, so we 
have to be at our best," he said. 

India have defeated Pak¬ 
istan in all of their four previ¬ 
ous World Cup meetings.

Japan football stars 
face off for disaster 
victims

OSAKA (AFP) - Japanese in¬ 
ternationals past and present 
battled head-on in Osaka Tues¬ 
day to raise funds for victims 
of the country's devastating 
earthquake and tsunami at an 
all-star football match. 

Before a roaring sell-out 
crowd at the 47,000-capacity 
Nagai Stadium, Alberto Zac- 
cheroni's Blue Samurai beat a 
J-League select side, including 
many former internationals, 2- 
1. 

Gamba Osaka midfielder 
Yasuhito Endo opened the 
scoring with a free kick in the 
15th minute and Stuggart 
striker Shinji Okazaki doubled 
the score five minutes later for 
the Blue Samurai. 

But Kazuyoshi Miura, the 
oldest J-League player at 44, 
pulled one back on 82 minutes 
when he took a headed pass 
from Marcus Tulio Tanaka in 
the box and slotted beyond 
substitute Samurai goalkeeper 
Masaaki Higashiguchi. 

"It was your support which 
gave us great power when we 
usually fought on the pitch," 
Japan captain and Wolfsburg 
midfielder Makoto Hasebe 
said as the players gathered on 
the pitch before a silent prayer 
and the 7:20 pm (1020 GMT) 
kick-off. 

The charity match, follow¬ 


ing the catastrophe which dev¬ 
astated the country's northeast 
coast, brought together the 
Blue Samurai for the first time 
since they lifted a record fourth 
Asian Cup title in Qatar just 
two months ago. 

It was held under flood¬ 
lights as western Japan has 
been spared the rolling black¬ 
outs caused by damage to 
power facilities, including a 
nuclear plant some 580 kilo¬ 
metres (360 miles) northeast of 
Osaka. 

The J-League has shut 
down its regular season for 
five rounds until mid-April to 
save the electricity used to 
stage night matches. 

Supporters, who paid up to 
5,000 yen ($60) a head, 
chanted: "Nippon, Nippon." 
Banners read "Gambare (Hang 
on), Nippon," "You'll Never 
Walk Alone" or "World Foot¬ 
ball Family, Arigato (Thank 
you)." 

Proceeds from the match 
will go to the disaster areas, ac¬ 
cording to the Japan Football 
Association. 

"I believe that the sympathy 
and compassion which we 
showed today will be helpful 
for the disaster victims in their 
reconstruction effort." said 57- 
year-old Zaccheroni, a former 
AC Milan boss.

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Construction work at the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic Stadium 
came to an end on Tuesday as 
the last piece of turf was laid 
in the pitch. 

The venue, which seats 
80,000 spectators, took just 
under three years to build from 
start to finish at a cost of £486 
million ($777 million, 552 
million euros). More than 
5,250 people have worked on 
the project. 

The final touch will be ap¬ 
plied later this year when the 
running track’s top surface will 
be put on. 

London 2012 chief Sebast¬ 
ian Coe laid the final piece of 
turf along with Namibian 
sprinting great Frankie Freder¬ 
icks. 

’’The Olympic Stadium will 
be the beating heart of the new 
Olympic Park," Coe said, 
adding that though the con¬ 
struction was completed on 
time and on budget, there was 
still much more to do before 
the two-week event opens in 
July 2012. 

"The faultless construction 
of the stadium, on time and 
under budget, is a shining ex¬ 
ample of how London is 
primed and ready to host the 
greatest show on Earth," he 
said. 

Fredericks, chairman of the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee's athletes' commission, 
added: "Athletes that have 
spent a lifetime training for 
their Olympic dream deserve 
to be able to achieve it in the 
best possible conditions. I be¬ 
lieve that those competing 
here in 2012 will not be disap¬ 
pointed." 

The two-tier bowl in Strat¬ 
ford, east London, will host 
the opening and closing cere¬ 
monies as well as the athletics 
track and field events. 

After the Games have fin¬ 
ished, English Premier League 
football side West Ham United 
will take it over, moving from 
their Upton Park home. 


American Fish flails 
Del Potro in Miami 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - 
2009 US Open winner Juan 
Martin del Potro was at a loss 
for words after his fourth- 
round ouster at the ATP and 
WTA Miami Masters Tuesday 
at the hands of American 
Mardy Fish 7-5, 7-6 (7/5). 

"It's difficult to say some¬ 
thing now because I just lost a 
very, very tough match," said 
the Argentine whose come¬ 
back progress from 2010 wrist 
surgery was halted by the 
American who is on his way 
to taking over the top national 
ranking after the early exit 
here of Andy Roddick. 

Del Potro has chosen not to 
play the start of the upcoming 
clay season and will consult 
with his doctors before taking 
a scheduling decision. He has 
been reportedly considering a 
return in Estoril, Portugal, in 


a month. "I would love to play 
in Estoril. But after here, I will 
see the doctor, and then we 
will take a decision if I can 
still play or if I need to stop. 

The pair took almost two 
and a half hours to get through 
two sets, with Fish winning 
the first on his sixth set point. 

In other results on a day 
full of matches after rain post¬ 
ponements the night before, 
Spanish sixth seed David Fer¬ 
rer beat compatriot Marcel

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herce- 
govina (AFP) - The Bosnian 
Football Federation (NSBIH) 
on Tuesday failed to adopt 
changes to its statute sought 
by FIFA and UEFA, triggering 
a ban from international com¬ 
petition to start on April 1. 

During a meeting of the 
federation's general assembly 
in Sarajevo, 28 out of 54 del¬ 
egates present voted against 
changes to the statute, an 
NSBIH statement said. 

Football governing bodies 
UEFA and FIFA had de¬ 
manded that NSBIH's ethnic- 
based tripartite presidency be 
replaced by a single president. 

"We will wait for more in¬ 
formation, but the suspenstion 
will be automatic starting 
from April 1," a UEFA 
spokesperson told AFP. 

Bosnia are in Group D for 
Euro 2012 qualifiers, a group 
currently topped by France. 
Their next game is against 
Romania on June 3. 

If the NSBIH fail to imple¬ 
ment the sought changes, 
UEFA's executive committee 
could remove the national 
squad from Group D. 

UEFA's executive commit¬ 
tee will meet on June 16-17, 
but could be summoned for an 
earlier meeting. 

The changes sought by 


UEFA and FIFA were backed 
by 22 delegates, with three ab¬ 
staining while one left the 
room during the vote. 

The NSBIH assembly has 
60 delegates, 20 from each of 
Bosnia's three ethnic commu¬ 
nities — Croats, Muslims and 
Serbs. 

Immediately after the vote, 
the Muslim member of 
NSBIH's presidency accused 
Croat and Serb delegates of 
voting against the new statute. 

The Serb-run entity of Re¬ 
publika Srpska, along with the 
Muslim-Croat F ederation, 
have governed Bosnia since 
the 1992-1995 Balkans war. 

Apart from the joint foot¬ 
ball federation, founded in 
2002, each semi-autonomous 
half also has a federation of its 
own. 

Earlier this month the Serb 
entity's federation unani¬ 
mously backed maintenance 
of the joint federation's tripar¬ 
tite presidency. 

UEFA secretary general 
Gianni Infantino subsequently 
reiterated European football 
governing body's threat to 
suspend Bosnia-Hercegovina 
if required changes are not 
made to the NSBIH statute. 

The NSBIH rejected the 
demanded changes in July but 
FIFA and UEFA have given 
them until March 31 to 
change their minds. 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
British tennis star Andy Mur¬ 
ray has parted company with 
coaching consultant Alex Cor¬ 
retja as he seeks to halt a form 
slump stretching back to Jan¬ 
uary, it was confirmed Tues¬ 
day. 

World number five Murray 


said he had agreed a mutual 
split with former Spanish pro¬ 
fessional Corretja, who he re¬ 
garded as a friend and mentor. 

Corretja has been part of 
Murray's coaching team since 
April 2008, offering specialist 
advice on the Scot's clay-court 
season, where he has strug¬ 


gled to emulate his success on 
other surfaces. 

"I've had a really good re¬ 
lationship with Alex over the 
past three years. I have 
learned so much from being 
around him and I want to 
thank him for his hard work, 
enthusiasm, dedication and 


support," Murray said. 

Corretja meanwhile offered 
Murray support in future. 

Among those touted as a 
possible new coach has been 
Czech great Ivan Lendl, who 
went through a similar spell of 
Grand Slam misery before 
coming good with eight titles.
